None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed a laser system 
comprising: a laser resonator cavity defined by a flat mirror and an outcoupler mirror, 
said mirror and said outcoupler mirror oriented to form an optical resonant axis; a lasing 
element within the laser resonator cavity; optical pumping means proximate to said 
laser element; and a saturable absorber Q-switch lying along the resonant axis, said Q- 
switch including a monocrystaline lattice spinet crystal structure and chemical 
composition Mgi. x Co x AlyO z , where x is greater than 0 and less than about 1, y is 
greater than 2 and less than about 8, and z is between about 4 and about 13.
